SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled George Duroy's Frisky Summer/Untitled/Exotic Japan 
Otoko is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The video recording contains express presentations of men engaging in sexual 
activity, with one scenario depicting some role-playing involving sexual coercion and 
sexual conduct of a degrading nature. 

The sexual content of the video recording is largely a selection of sequences involving 
young adult men who act in a mature, sexually experienced manner. One brief 
sequence in the centre of the recording involves a sexually coercive theme in which a 
man acting as a figure of authority demands a man perform sexual acts, including 
drinking his ejaculated semen. This is considered to be conduct of a degrading 
nature. This sequence is obviously a role-playing scenario, as it is overacted and the 
activities are accepted and carried out by the man acting as a submissive character, 
who appears to enjoy the degrading sexual conduct. Being brief and obviously 
contrived, the degrading and coercive aspects of this scenario do not impact with 
strength and the recording remains dominated by the sexual set-ups which appear to 
be mutually accepted and enjoyed. 

Being dominated by express portrayals of sexual activity, the publication's availability 
may cause injury to the public good. The restriction of the publication's availability to 
an adult audience is considered to be a reasonable limit to the freedoms and rights 
outlined under the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 to avoid injury likely to be 
caused to the public good if the publication were generally available. 
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
